Tho president's house, says The Philadelphia 


Times, was, of course, open on the evenings of 
regular receptions to any man who had a 
clean face and wore a decent coat. The crowd 
gathered there on such occasions was a motty 
assemblage. Wide latitude was allowed in 
the matter of dress, and the hideous, though 
patriotic, homespun; figured side by side with 
the pretty toilet, whose possessor had run the 
blackade or come south under the flag of 
truce. Such drosses as these were rare and 
merely served to emphasize the new calicoes 
and carefully-preserved silks and woolens In 
which most of theladlespresentwerearrayed. 
Mr. Davis invariably wore citizen's dress at 
these receptions, but the blaze of officers' uni- 
forms made brilliant the spacious rooms of 
the old-fashioned mansion. 
Probably the president of the Confederate 


states was the most unpopular man within 
their limits. 
Grave, gentle, cordial, and 


dignified, his manners in the presidential 
mansion wore all that could be desired, but 
outside he was brusque to the verge of rude- 
ness, and carried his private prejudices into 
public lite. The Examiner attacked him 
fiercely and criticised him mercilessly. John 
M. Daniel's brilliant intellect and keen satire 
ma'le his paper a power in the country, and 
it was by far tho most popular among south- 
ern journals. Thus Mr. Davis' mistakes, and 
they were many, were fully held up to the 
public view, while the people were duly in- 
formed o£ all quarrels in tha Confederate 
cabinet or with the generals of the army. 
Perhaps the chief cause of his unpopularity 
was his scarcely concealed enmity to Gen. 
Leo who was, on the other hand the Idol of 
the army, and through it of the people at 
home. 
Probably nothing but Lee's stately courtesy 


and perfect self-control prevented an open 
rupture between himself and Davis. It was 
often charged that only the fear of an open 
revolt in the army kept Davis from endeav- 
oring to remove Lee from the command ol 
the Confederate forces. .Doubtless any such 
step would have provoked a revolt, but the 
vexed question of state rights stood also in 
the way. Lee was the chosen chief of the 
Vjrginia troops, and as such could not have 
been removed by even the president of the 
Confederacy. 
Indeed, Virginia claimed a 


position among the belligerent states. "The 
mother of states and statesmen" had, in 
tardily accepting the Federal constitution o£ 
1789, expressly reserved the right to with- 
draw from the Union under certain con- 
tingencies, a right tacitly acknowledged at 
tho time by the rest of the "Old Thirteen." 
None ot the other seceded states having made 
the same stipulation, she was, therefore, in 
her own eyes more than any other, a 
sovereign 
state 
asserting 
her 
sover- 


eignty. 
Even Jeff Davis had too much pru- 


dence to provoke an open issue between Vir- 
ginia and the Confederacy, and thus the Old 
Dominion held her ffigis over her favorite 
son, who, in fact, was in the Confederate 
army rathor from loyalty to his state than as 
an advocate of secession. 


Mrs. Davis was handsome, and well accus- 


tomed to society by years of life in Wash- 
ngton. She discharged her duties as mis- 
TOSS of tho presidential mansion with a quiet 
grace and dignity which, if it won her few 
riends, at all events made her no enemies. 
She was eminently domestic in her tastes, 
devoted to her husband and children, and, 
after the terrible death of her little boy, who 
was killed during the second year of the war 
by a fall from the high porch in the rear of 
;ho house, she withdrew from society as 
much as possible, leaving her sister to ml her 
place. This the young lady was nothing loth 
bo do, and, indeed, magnified her office to 
such an e'xtenfr-as the Richmond ladies said, 
"gave herself such airs"—that she came in 
for her full sharo'of tho ill-feeling toward 
her brother-in-law. 


Mrs. Lee was an invalid, whoso*delicate 


health confined her almost altogether :to her 
own house. She held the office of president 
of the Soldiers'Aid society by tho wish of 
the whole country, but the active duties of 
the post devolved chiefly on the vice pres- 
identa 
Her daughters were leaders, of 


course, leaders in society, and were loved 
and admired no less for their own attractions 
than their father's sake. 


Wealth had little or nothing to do with 


social ^position. 
Nearly every one was 
straightened alike, and privations were ac- 
cepted as a sort of a martyrdom, of which 
people were proud rather than ashamed. The 
refugeeswho thronged the city belonged, 
many of them, to the best blood in the state, 
ani represented families whose historic 
homes are on tho James 
and York 


rivers 
and 
in 
the Northern 
neck. 


But little of their wealth was portable, state 
bonds paid no dividends, and the state law 
prevented the forcible collection of debts; 
therefore they were fain to earn a scanty Irv- 
ine by hard work. The men were in the 
army on beggarly .pay, while the women 
toiled In the governmental offices for a mere 
pittance. Thus many.of the most refined and 
cultivated people hi the city were in actual 
want of all but the merest necessaries of life, 
and sometimes even of them. 
Government contractors and manufactur- 


ers made money "handover flat," and who- 
ever had' anything to Bell was sure of high 
prices, butmerchandise was far safer prop- 
erty than Confederate monay^ winch evap- 
orated, so to' speak; ita value* measured by 
what it would buy, growing 5**>and less ev- 
ery day. After aft iscMJiUled funding of the 
debt in the second jw«rof the war, by which 
one-third of; it was practically repudiated, 
nobody had any confidence Jn the currency, 
and whoever^xMsened-lt waMUBdous-to con- 
vertltinto lass perishable property. Long- 
headed people invested In land, speculators 
bought cotton and tobacco, Mid thus some 
large fortunes went up to tto OTMuataon 
fires. Blockade runners itfefem^diamOTias, 
as combining certain value with the greatest 
economy of space, and some very fiiMV jewels 
changed handVto Richmond during the war. 
Many men, prudent otherwise, made large in- 
vestments in Confederate bonds, secured *y 
cotton and tobaccoiMasomng ptousiblytot 
if tbe cause of secession succeeded no better 
investments could be bad, wMlatothe oppo. 
site event confiscation would inevitably swal- 
low property of all sorts. Indeed,lt is a mat- 
ter of Sestton how much tbe cry ot "Ho 
quarter," kept up by politicians on both rides 
for party purposes, had to do with the(dogged 
determination ol the Confederates to "dte to 
die last ditch." 
During the earlier part ot the war soldier 


worship was carried to the greatest lengths, 
and ti» women of the south roada heroBsol 
aU who-wore the gray. The un^oiTOWvered 


doors of many an exclusive house opened to 
those who, but for the uniform tuey wore,, 
would haveboen entertained in the library or 
offlceby the gentlemen of the family without 
even a glimpse of the ladies. Some enthusi- 
astic girls carried their devotion to the cause 
BO far as to correspond with all and any sol- 
diers who cared to write to them, a piece of 
Quixotism promptly suppressed by prudent 
parents and guardians. 


The fact that a uniform, especially an 


officer's uniform, \»aa accepted as a sufficient 
passport to society could hardly fail, some- 
times, to bring about disagreeable results. 
So surely as the cat is left in close proximity 
to the cream jug the cream wffl be "absorbed, , 
and so surely as young people of both sexes 
are allowed to mingle freely in social inter- 
course there will be more or less falling in 
love between them. Every wearer of a uni- 
form was not exactly the. sort of man to 
whom a careful father would willingly give 
his daughter in marriage, and not a few un- 
happy unions were the consequence of this 
romantic disregard of social lines. Worse, 
also; some wretches, trusting to the security 
afforded by distance and the difficulty of 
making inquiries in districts occupied by the 
Union forces, acted upon the sailor's rule of 
"a wife in every port," and married in Vir- 
ginia, after having left a wife at home. 
Fortunately such cases were rare, and a 
greater proportion of war marriages proved 
happy than would have been reasonably ex- 
pected.

Lincoln's Pirst Inaugural. 


Ben:Perley Poors In the Youth's Companion. 


When Mr. Lincoln arrived (in 


Washington) in advance of the an 
nounced time, to escape threatened 
assassination, he brought his inau 
gural address with him in print, 
rather to the annoyonce of Mr. Sew 
ard, who, as Secretary of State o 
the new Administration, had hopec 
to draft the production which was a 
eagerly awaited by the country. Mr 
Lincoln bad written his inaugura 
at Spring 3eld, and had had it confi 
dentially put in type by his friend 
the local printej. Four copies were 
printed on foolscap paper, 
ant 


wherever the writer thought that a 
paragraph would be effective, he pre 
ceded it with a typographical fist 
A carpet-bag, containing these print 
ed copies was intrusted by Mr. Lin 
coin to his oldest son, "Bob," now 
Secretary of War, who was so taken 
aback by the enthusiastic reception 
which they received at Harrisbnr| 
that he permitted a waiter to take i 
and forgot all about it 
When ask 


ed for it l>y his father, he was foreec 
to confess that he knew not where i 
was. 
Mr. Lincoln 
immediate!; 


started for the baggage-room, and 
striding over the barrier at the door 
he began overhauling without cere 
mony a large pile of carpet-bags, nn 
til he was fortunate enough to find 
the one containing tho precious doc 
nment 
After arriving at Washing 


ton Mr. Lincoln gave one copy o 
his inaugural to Mr. Seward anc 
another to the venerable Francis P 
Blair, asking them to read and criti 
cise. Some changes were made o 
no great importance, which were 
given to Ilr^Nicolay, the President's 
Private Secretary, to write in a fair 
hand on one of the printed copies 
from which Mr. Lincoln was to read 
Mr. Nicolay corrected another copy 
which 
was furnished 
to 
th< 


press, and which I now own 
When 
Mr. 
Lincoln came ou 


on the platform in front of 
th> 


Capitol, 
his tall 
figure 
rising 


above those around him, the usna 
genial sm tie was on his angular conn 
tenance, but he seemed perplexed to 
know what to do with a new silk ha 
and a large gold-headed cane. The 
cane he pat under the table, but th< 
hat appeared to be too good to place 
on the rongh boards. Senator Dong 
last saw the embarrassment of his ok 
friend, an 1 rising, took the shining 
hat from i ts bothered owner and hel( 
it during the delivery of the inaugu 
ral address. Mr. Lincoln was listen 
ed to witb great earnestness, and evi 
dently desired to convince the mnlti 
tnde before him rather than to be 
wilder or dazzle them. It was evi 
dent to all that he honestly believec 
every woi d he spoke, especially th 
concluding paragraph, which I eopj 
from the original print: 


"IS?"! am loth to close. We on 


not enemies, but friends.

not be enemies. Though passion

mystic chords of memory which 
stretch from every battlefield and pa 
triot gravo to every loved heart anc 
hearthstone all over our broad lane 
will yet swell the chorus of the Union 
when ogam touched, as they snrelj 
will be, by tho better angels of our 
nature."

Mr. Voulliiire 
met Ruth and demanded an explanation

There 
wero five buckshot taken from tbe body ol 
the murdered man, and there wero other 
buckshot found In the house of about tbe 
same size as those found in the body. The 
defense introduced vory little testimony 
and the case was submitted without argu- 
ment, and thereupon Justice George W. 
Colbert ordered the prisoner to Jail to 
await the convening of court In Septcm 
her.

THE HARDY HANOMU. 


A Letter From One "Who Was There 


Giving the Particulars. 


DESMOINES, la.. August].—An anony- 


mous letter, signed by "One who was 
there," is published yesterday, giving the 
details of the lynching of Hardy at Harlao. 
He says: 


"There were but forty men. highly 


esteemed citizens of Shelby, Cuss and 
Audubon counties. Thlrty-sevon went to 
the jail, three being posted as sentinel. 
Onlo strong pursuasion was used to get 
admission to the jail. No forco was used 
nor insults offered. Hardy'spoke a few 
words at 
tho 
moment of leaving the 


jail. 
A handkerchief 
had been bound 


over his mouth, but not so tightly as to pro- 
vent him speaking while on tbe way lo tho 
bridge. There Were no cries for mercy, 
nor was he dragged along. Fooling the ropa 
about his neck and realizing the calibci of 
the men by his side, he 
kept pace with 


them, saying nothing until the bridge was 
reached, when-he said he 
hoped his fate 


would be a warning to allyoung men. Then 
the rope was drawn tight about his neck, 
aud, with one man upon either side of him, 
ho was hoisted off to 
death. The rope 


used was a three-eighths baiter rope, 
not long enough to admit of a hangman's 
knot being tied. 
It bad been tied in*a 


common slip knot, which, with his weight 
and falling as he did, it! came untied,Cand 
be dropped into the water below on the 
north side of the bridge. A few shots were 
fired Into tbe body when it finally drifted 
out into tbe stream and disappeared from 
viewnentirely, but not until the party were 
sure 
that 
be was dead. When Hardy 


reached the bridge five men were with 
him. 
Of the rest, tbe larger portion were 


guarding the rear. A good rope had been 
procured to hang tho 
hapless 
villlan 


with, but 
it 
was 
lost 
on 
the 


way to Harlan. Had this circumstance not 
occurred Hardy would have been left sus- 
pended fiom the bridge; 
and his body 


would not have been mutilated with any 
new bullet wound. The sole object was to 
hang him as expeclitiously and as complete- 
ly as possible. No man present wished to 
cause him unnecessary pain, but tbat so to 
do in this emergency was a common duty 
OR public spirited citizens, for the piocec- 
tion of our 
families, of others and of 


society. 
All are firmly convinced that 


there is in tho heart of each and every par- 
ticipator in this affair a quiet feeling of 
satisfaction 
over the

To-day is the historical anniversary of 


the emancipation of the slaves of the 
West India Islands, where the barter in 
human flesh was introduced by the for- 
eign powers long before the evil found a 
foothold in America at Jamestown, Va., 
in 1620. It was through the efforts of the 
negro chieftain, Tonssaint 1'Ouverture, 
that the slaves of the island of San Do- 
mingo were successful after repeated 
straggles in throwing off the slavish yoke 
of oppression and are now and have long 
since been a free, industrious and pros- 
perous people. That great achievement, 
the emancipation of the West India 
slaves, is being commemorated to-day in 
Decatnr in a patriotic manner,.nnder the 
auspices of Deoatnr Lodge, No. 17, An- 
cient, Free and Accepted York Masons, 
whose membership includes many ot the 
representative colored people in this 
county, of whom there are about 400. 
The day was ushered in this morning 
early by firing a salute of 38 guns on the 
hill near the African M. E. church, and 
as the trains arrived many visitors from 
neighboring cities came in and reported 
at the tabernacle, whichhas been engaged 
as headquarters for the day. 


THB PBOCfiSSION. 


After all the visitors from the neigh- 


boring towns had reported at the taber- 
nacle and a brief meeting of the York 
Masons had been hold at the lodge room, 
the procession formed at about noon near 
the tabernacle, and marched east on Main 
street to Water, north on Water to Eldo- 
rado, thence west to the fair grounds. 
The procession formed in the following 
order:

THB PENSION BOABD. 


Bestsnatton of Dr.IraN.Bamsis-Hls Sea- 


sons tor Befuslnsr to Serve. 


Since the abolishment by Commission- 


er Dudley of the old Pension Examining 
Board, there have been no examinations 
of applicants for pensions made in this 
city, for the reason that 110 board has 
been duly organized, though several ap- 
pointments have been made. On April 
17th Dr. Ira N. Barnes, who served in the 
late war as Surgeon of the 116th Regi- 
ment^ received his appointment as a mem- 
ber of the new board, and upon the ad- 
vice of-friends at the time he reluctantly 
accepted, and beheld his commission un- 
til yesterday, when after mature delibera- 
tion he decided to send in his resignation, 
and did so. There are now left but two 
members of the board—Dr. Josiah Brown, 
of Decatnr, and Dr. William Stnrgis, of 
Macon. Dr. Barnes gives several good 
reasons why he cannot serve the govern- 
ment as pension examiner. The old 
board was required to moke examinations 
only once in two weeks, but the order re- 
ceived by the new board was to hold 
themselves in readiness to make examin- 
ations once a week, or every Wednesday. 
This was one serious objection to serving 
on the board, but Dr. Barnes' chief rea- 
son for resigning is that he has too much 
professional business on his hands to 
serve well both the public and the gov- 
ernment, and therefore he steps down and 
out, and has notified the government of 
his course. So that Commissioner Dud- 
ley will now have to make another selec- 
tion among the resident physicians to fill 
the vacancy. 


The appointment of Dr. Barnes was a 


wise selection, and had he served he 
would have made an excellent and con- 
scientious member of the board.

The Closing Scenes. 


The following notes ot the closing 


scenes of the Jacksonville camp meeting 
reached the RBFTJBMOJUJ yesterday, too 
late for publication last evening: 


CAMP MEETING NOTES. 


Sabbath morning; the services opened 


with a large prayer meeting, and many 
fervent prayers were offered. The next 
meeting was a general love feast, and it 
excelled anything yet experienced in the 
meeting. Bro. Harrison led it; in open- 
ing he requested short statements of .ex- 
perience, or he would sing, and they 
might know what he meant by that. 
Numbers of brief statements of experi- 
ence welled no from the hearts of the old 
veterans of the cross, some of fifty years 
standing.and others who had but recently 
entered the Christian life; every variety 
almost of expression was expressed, all 
compressed into a few sentences what 
they said; and the tide rose up to a point 
of the profoundest feeling, "Heaven came 
down the soul to greet." Some spoke of 
love, overwhelming, or of peace, unspeak- 
able, or of joy, overflowing; some of the 
abiding Holy Spirit; others expressed 
their new-born love for Jesus; some had 
received overwhelming blessings; still 
others gave vent to theit feelings in a 
swell of praise and thanksgiving. Such 
a commingling of hearts was enraptur- 
ing, and the nearest heaven to hundreds 
who were privileged to attend the glori- 
ous love feast on heavenly food. 


A vast congregation assembled at 10.30 


o'clock; the seats werfe full, aisles were 
crowded and masses lined the outside of 
the tabernacle, several lines deep. Eev. 
Inglehart took the stand for this hour— 
text, John 3: 16. His sermon was charac- 
terized by great thought; evidently the 
subject was well matured, and his illus- 
trations were apt; the congregation being 
so large, his voice failed to reach out to 
the outskirts. A good time followed in 
the closing part of the service; prayers 
and songs stil! held the great mass, and 
there was a stirring of hundreds of souls 
under some old-time song and earnest pe- 
tition and handshaking. 


The afternoon service again concentra- 


ted a large congregation, which had been 
augmented by other arrivals. Eev. Mns- 
grove preached an able sermon on the 
judgment, and after a short recess, Rev.
